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REMARKS 

The Office Action mailed October 23, 2006 has been carefully reviewed and the 
foregoing amendments are made in response thereto. Claims 1-7, 1 1-26, 28, 30-34 and 
37-45 were last examined and stand rejected. Claims 38, 39 and 44 have been canceled 
herein. 

Applicants have amended independent claims 1, 24, 31 and 37 to recite the 
subject matter of previous claim 44. Claim 37 has been further amended to incorporate 
all of the limitations of previous claims 38 and 39. Claims 40 and 41 have been amended 
in light of the amendments to claim 37. Claims 15-17 have been amended to recite 
"consists of in place of "consists essentially of. No new matter has been added by 
these amendments. 

The Examiner indicated in the Office Action that the subject matter of claims 44 
and 45 is free of the prior art. All of the independent claims have been amended to 

incorporate the limitations of claim 44. Applicants believe that in view of the 
amendments to the claims all remaining rejections are obviated and should be withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

As discussed above, the Examiner indicated that claims 44 and 45 are free of the 
prior art but are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim. The 
limitations of claim 44 have been added to independent claims 1, 24, 31 and 37 and claim 
44 has been canceled. Claim 45 depends from amended claim 24. Applicants believe 
that in view of the amendments to claim 24 the objection to claim 45 should be 
withdrawn.
